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Tur Joint Committee appointed under Senate Joint Resolution No. 
9, have considered the subject referred to them, and agreed upon the 
following 


REPORT: 


1. They recommend that the office of county treasurer be abolished 
on and after the Ist day of January next, and that the sheriff be re- 
quired to perform the duties of that office. i 

2. That the sheriff be made the collector of all township levies for 
` school and building purposes, and that he pay the same over to the 
township treasurer. His commission for such collections to be 5 per 
cent, subject to a deduction of 24 per cent for prompt payee by the 
TaX-payer. 

3. That the office of school commissioners. be abolished, and that 
the supervisor, township clerk and township treasurer in cach township 
be the board of education thereof. l 

4. That the compensation of the county superintendent of free 
schools be fixed by the board of supervisors, at a sum not exceeding 
three dollars per day for each day actually and necessarily employed 
by him in the discharge of his duties, oe not to exceed ‘in all five 
hundred dollars per annum. His account to be-verified by him that 
the number of days therein charged were actually and necessarily em- 
ployed by him in the discharge of the duties of his office. : 

The act not to effect any superintendent where salary has already 
been fixed by the board of supervisors of any county. 

The Committee would be glad to make a larger reduction in the 
number of officers, but as they: are nearly all provided for by the Con- 
stitution of the State, they are unable to do so.
